


Plans for beach chalets 
withdrawn after storms 


PLANS to protect Monmouth Beach chalets in 
Lyme Regis from landslides have become the 
latest victim of recent storms, with the town 
council forced to withdraw their application. 

Councilors will be told tonight (Wednesday) that the 
application to move the chalets seaward several metres 
to save them from landslips behind, submitted in Decem¬ 
ber, has been withdrawn after engineers raised concerns 
during the recent stormy weather. 

Nick Browning, head of engineering projects at West 
Dorset District Council, recommended refusal of the ap¬ 
plication, adding: “There would be an unacceptable level 
of risk of damage or destruction during storms, together 
with public safety concerns.” 

The Environment Agency also advised that there be “no

new overnight accommodation” allowed in the chalets 
and Environmental Health raised concerns about the pro¬ 
posed spacing between the chalets. 

In a report to be presented to tonight’s Strategy & Pol¬ 
icy Committee meeting, town clerk John Wright said he 
was “optimistic that planning consent would be ap¬ 
proved” until the recent storms, which threw up debris to 
the current position of the chalets on Monmouth Beach. 

He added that the bad weather had prompted West 
Dorset District Council planners to ask engineers to re¬ 
assess their previous comments on the risk posed by 
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coastal flooding and it was “extremely unlikely” that the 
district would approve any application being rejected by 
engineers. 

County, district and former town councillor Daryl 
Turner was also strongly opposed to moving the chalets 
forward and submitted several photographs of the washed 
up debris to the district during the storms. In comparison, 
the Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, and 
Mayoress Jane Whittington, both chalet owners, submit¬ 
ted letters of support to the district council, commenting 
that the recent storms were “once in a lifetime” events. 

However, following a recent meeting with owners of 
the chalets, it was agreed that the application should be 
withdrawn. 

Councillors will tonight be asked if they will support a 
revised application, in which the chalet site would be re¬ 
duced and moved to a mid-point between the cliffs and 
the line proposed in the first application. Council officers 
met with planning consultants yesterday (Tuesday) to 
draw up a proposal along these lines. If the council agrees 
to go ahead with this new plan, a decision will be ex¬ 
pected from the district council in late July. 

In his report, Mr Wright adds: “Assessing the probabil¬ 
ity of success or failure is difficult. I suspect the key con¬ 
sideration will remain the same, i.e. the advice given to 
the planners by WDDC’s engineers on the risk and im¬ 
pact of coastal flooding.” 

The report adds that if the new application is rejected, 
a third plan could be submitted replacing chalets with day 
huts.

ALAN ESCOTT has been general manager at

■ HOW did you get to take up 
the position at Dorchester? 

I’d been working in a cinema in Andover, having 
started work in security in Bristol and prior to that 
being brought up in Weston-Super-Mare. I trained as 
an electrician when I left school and had also worked 
as a fitter. 

■ SO what drew you to work in cinema? 

I have always had a passion for films and used to go 
to the pictures a lot when I was a kid. My grandfather 
worked in a cinema in St George, Bristol - although 
the building is now a pub. It was very old school, car¬ 
rying reels up and down the stairs, but of course it’s 
all digital now... the projectors are more like a com¬ 
puter with a complex control system which stops any¬ 
one showing films before they are allowed to. The 
films come in on a type of hard disc and we have to 
have the correct ‘electronic key’ to even get them to 
work. My grandfather wouldn’t have recognised them.

■ SO how did you get this job? 

It was an internal application. I had been working in 
Andover, commuting from Bristol and we were look¬ 
ing for somewhere to settle down. Dorchester seemed 
ideal. 

■ IN terms of other Odeon cinemas 
this one's quite small, isn't it? 

Yes - we’ve got three screens. The largest can seat 
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173, the second screen 153 and the third screen 98. It 
is one of Odeon’s smallest. The one in Bristol has one 
screen with 400 seats and a couple of around 200. 

■ AND how have you found 
Dorchester since moving here? 

We love it. We have a young family and wanted to set¬ 
tle down. It’s a lovely place and the people are 
friendly. I think it’s fair to say it matched up to our ex¬ 
pectations. Before I came I knew it was the county 
town and people had told me it was a bit like Bath - 
which turned out to be a bit misleading. 

■ I HEAR you've been doing up your house? 

It’s been quite slow at time but I’m quite practical and 
have managed to do a lot of it myself. To date the only 
professional help I have had to pay for is a plasterer. 

■ HOW important is it to choose the right staff? 

Very. I was offered the job in June which gave me four 
months to oversee the final stages of the building work 
and to get involved in recruiting. We tend to have a 
young staff profile, a total of 15 full and part time and 
we are very keen on apprenticeships and training them 
up to NVQ Level 3 which many have achieved. It’s 
great to be involved in bringing people on in their ca¬ 
reers and to look back at the progression they have 
made. 


■ WHAT are your early memories of cinema? 

Seeing The Jewel of the Nile in the ABC at Bath was 
one of my early memories. It was such a treat to see a 
film on a big screen and I seem to remember it was a 
very long and narrow theatre. 

■ DO you think the cinema and the Brewery 
Square development has made a difference to 
Dorchester? 

Without any doubt. People tell me there wasn’t much 
happening in Dorchester in the evenings before but 
Brewery Square is now busy every night, not just at 
weekends.

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Traffic and transport issues 
a priority for LymeForward 


IMPROVING traffic and transport issues in Lyme Regis 
has been identifed as one of the main objectives local area 
partnership LymeForward would like to take forward in 
the coming years. 

Speaking on the Lyme Regis Community Plan published 
in 2007 and subsequent update published in 2012 at last 
week’s LymeForward meeting, chairman of Lyme Regis 
Development Trust, Wendy Davies, said it was quite en¬ 
couraging that they could now “tick off’ some of their ob¬ 
jectives and may even have a skatepark by the end of the 
next five year period. 

However, she asked members of the group to think 
about what they needed to look at next, adding: “The thing 
we really have done nothing about in LymeForward be¬ 
cause we haven’t had a specific group, is if we get any 
more people in the town what on earth is going to happen 
to the traffic and parking, and how do we cope?” 

She said that the town should decide whether it wanted 
to encourage more people to come into the town, which 
could potentially drive out those who regularly visit Lyme 
over the winter months because it would get “such a bad 
reputation”. 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, said these issues 
were being looked at by the council’s Planning & High- 
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ways Committee, adding: “There have been lots of ideas 
but when it gets to the stage that you need money or a 
more co-ordinated approach there are difficulties. This is 
very much a county and highways responsibility.” 

The town clerk, John Wright, added: “Mostly it is 
county initiatives and all we can endeavour to do is apply 
some influence wherever we possibly can. At the end of 
the day, these decisions are really not within our gift as a 
town council.” 

Mrs Davies said that one of the main things LymeFor¬ 
ward had been frustrated about with regards to traffic was 
the lack of enforcement of the weight and length restric¬ 
tions of HGVs travelling through the town. 

She added: “Everybody complains about the number of 
HGVs going through Lyme and how much it must be cost¬ 
ing in insurance with the Guildhall always getting clob¬ 
bered, but there are actually restrictions from Charmouth 
roundabout through to the junction on route to Seaton. 

“Why bother to have a system if you can’t enforce it in 


anyway? It’s just laughable.” 

Councillor Holman said this was an area that district and 
county councillor Daryl Turner had been working on and 
he hoped to improve routes around the town for HGVs. 

Town councillor Stan Williams said: “I have for a long 
time been coming up with ideas. I would like to see an in¬ 
dustrial site off the A35 at Penn Cross to stop all heavy 
vehicles coming through Uplyme and then develop the 
old train station site in Lyme Regis for housing rather than 
industrial use. Nobody seems to be bringing it forward, 
nobody wants to know.” 

Councillor Holman replied: “It is very difficult and this 
is another area where Daryl is taking the lead.” 

She added that after West Dorset District Council had 
approved its Local Plan, Lyme Regis could start looking 
at whether a Neighbourhood Plan would be beneficial in 
helping to resolve these issues. However, she added that 
East Devon District Council and Uplyme had been “un¬ 
willing” to work with Lyme on this. 

West Dorset district councillor for the Marshwood Vale 
ward, Michael Robinson, added: “Once the plan is in 
place East Devon have a statutory responsibility to co-op¬ 
erate.” 


By-election called to 
fill council vacancy 

LYME Regis electors have called for a by-election to 
fill a vacancy on the town council caused by the res¬ 
ignation of Daryl Turner, who continues to serve at 
district and county level. 

West Dorset District Council's electoral services have 
confirmed that the necessary 10 or more electors 
have requested an election. 

The proposed date for a ballot is Thursday, May 
22nd on the same day as the European Parliament 
election. 

Notice of an election will be published on Thursday, 
April 10th and nominations can be made between 
that date and 4pm on Thursday, April 24th. Confirma¬ 
tion of any candidates nominated will be published 
on Friday, April 25th. 

If there is only one person nominated, the election 
will not go ahead and that candidate would take the 
seat. 

Nomination papers will be available shortly from 
Lyme RegisTown Council or from West Dorset District 
Council's elections office. 


Dorchester 
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New doctors at medical centre 


LYME Regis Medical Centre has employed four new 
members of staff in a bid to improve continuity of care at 
the practice. 

Following the takeover of the medical centre by Virgin 
Care in February 2013, complaints were received from 
patients that they did not know who their doctor was, they 
did not see the same doctor twice and too many locums 
were being used. 

Speaking at last week’s LymeForward meeting, practice 
manager Alison Robinson reported that three new GPs 
had been recruited. 

She said that two GPs had already started working at 
the practice and a third was starting in April. The first two 
are Dr Andy Jean, who originally trained at St Mary’s 
Paddington and has been a GP since 1996, and Dr Jo Bat¬ 
ten. 

The centre has also recruited a new nurse practitioner, 
Sue Johnson, who joins the practice as Primary Care 
Nurse Lead with experience in emergency care. She will 
be working to develop the minor injuries unit. 

Mrs Robinson reported that the new recruits meant that 
staff were up to full complement and would be working 
the same hours each week to improve continuity of care. 
She added that she hoped they could cover each other’s 
annual leave, meaning they would not need to use locums 


in the future. 

Jo Knight, service improvement manager for Virgin 
Care said: “We are delighted to have such an experienced 
and knowledgeable staff joining our team to further com¬ 
plement the clinical team.” 

Mrs Robinson also reported that the centre had set up a 
Patient Representative Group, which had met in January 
and had another meeting scheduled in April with places 
available for more patients to join. She said establishing 
the group had been “really helpful” and members had 
helped with a recent patient survey. A total of 230 re¬ 
sponses to the survey were received and feedback was 
currently being collated for a report. 

The medical centre has also launched a new patient 
newsletter with the next edition out around Easter, and is 
now able to take appointment bookings and prescription 
requests online. 

Mrs Robinson added: “It’s exciting to be able to make 
so many positive changes to make the service better - and 
we’re excited to have two new doctors and a nurse joining 
us.” 

“The patient survey should give us ideas so that we can 
continue to improve the service offered here, and keep 
improving the service how patients want us to.” 



Thick fog results in 
two road accidents 
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TWO car accidents were reported in Rousdon, near 
Lyme Regis, on Friday, March 14th during thick fog. 

The poor visibility on the A3052 through Rousdon re¬ 
sulted in a two-vehicle collision at 7.30am near West- 
hayes Caravan Park. The driver of one of the vehicles 
was complaining of neck pain and an ambulance was 
called to check him over but he was free to leave the 
scene afterwards. 

A telegraph pole was also damaged as a result and BT 
were called to attend. 

The second crash occurred whilst police officers were 
dealing with the first. A moped rider skidded and came 
off their bike on the approach to the scene of the first 
accident as they were unable to see the vehicles 
stopped at the scene due to the fog. 

A second ambulance was called and the rider was 
taken to hospital with minor injuries.

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Council extends deadline for skatepark tenders 


LYME Regis Town Council had to extend 
its deadline for tenders for the design and 
building of the much-awaited skatepark, as 
no companies stepped forward before the 
original date. 

The original deadline for tenders from 
those interested in taking forward the pro¬ 
posed skatepark at Charmouth Road car park 
was March 5th but has now been extended 
to this Friday (March 21st), by which time 
council officers hope they will have several 
interested parties. 

Over 2012, the town council worked with 
skatepark designers and local young people 
to put together a design that would meet the 
various requirements of users, residents, and 
local authorities. The intention was to take a 
particular design through the planning 
process and then, provided planning permis¬ 
sion was granted, go out to tender. 

However, in early 2013 it soon became 
clear that this route wasn’t going to work, 
due to issues around the designers’ intellec-

tual property and the council decided to 
change direction. This meant that it would 
have to go out to tender first to award a “de¬ 
sign and build contract” to a company who 
would take the project through the planning 
process and building until completion. 

The council engaged the services of a proj¬ 
ect manager to oversee the tendering 
process. Their first job was to invite “expres¬ 
sions of interest” from relevant companies 
to see who might be interested in submitted 
a tender, with four companies responding. 

But speaking at last week’s LymeForward 
meeting, town clerk John Wright explained 
that there had been several issues in the ten¬ 
der documentation, which was very large 
and detailed, meaning no one put forward a 
formal offer. The council has since spoken 
to the interested companies to see how these 


issues could be improved and Mr Wright 
said he was hopeful that, having solved this, 
they would have tenders by the new dead¬ 
line. 

Once the tenders have been received, local 
young people will have a chance to view the 
designs and tell the council which one they 
prefer before it formally awards the tender 
at a full council meeting in April. 

Once the contract has been awarded, the 
successful company will meet with young 
people to discuss their designs and any pos¬ 
sible amendments. Part of the tender’s con¬ 
tractual agreement will be that the company 
has to submit their design to the planning au¬ 
thority within a couple of months. 

The town council has had initial discus¬ 
sions with contractors Dean & Dyball work¬ 
ing on the Phase IV of the coastal protection 
works, based at Charmouth Road car park, 
and hope there may be an “in kind” contri¬ 
bution from them, provided the timings of 
the two projects work out sympathetically. 


Three hectare fire at Marshwood 


FIRE crews were called to Marshwood, near 
Lyme Regis, on Tuesday morning after flames 
engulfed around three hectares of heath land 
in the village. 

Crews from Bridport, Beaminster, Char¬ 
mouth and Lyme Regis were called to the 
scene at about 10am and, at one time, there 
were 30 firefighters working to control the 


blaze, which took just under an hour to extin¬ 
guish fully. 

A spokesperson for Dorset Fire and Rescue 
said it was likely that the incident had been 
caused by a bonfire that got out of control. 

The spokesperson said: "Fire crews were 
called to reports of a heath fire at around 
10am. At the height of the incident, there 


were four fire engines and two Land Rovers 
at the scene. We believe the incident was due 
to a controlled bonfire that became out of 
control. The fire was fully extinguished using 
beaters and hose reels just after 11 am." 

Dorset Fire and Rescue are urging anyone 
who is planning to have a bonfire to contact 
them before doing so.

New plaque to commemorate 
US Army's time in Lyme Regis 


A PLAQUE donated to Lyme Regis by the 16th Infantry 
of the United States Army, which was stationed in the 
town between 1943 and 1944 in the run up to D-Day, 
will be placed at Bell Cliff. 

Councillors agreed at a recent meeting oftheTourism 
& Economic Development Committee to display the 
plaque at Bell Cliff near the town map. 

As a result of work being carried out to organise the 
D-Day 70th anniversary commemorations in Lyme 
Regis over the weekend of June 6th, Councillor Lorna 
Jenkin has been in contact with the president of the 
Regimental Association of the US 16th Infantry in 
Kansas to discuss how they could be involved in the 
events. 

One of the options for their involvement was that a 
plaque be commissioned to honour 
those who were stationed in Lyme 
Regis and subsequently went on to 
land on the D-Day beaches in Nor¬ 
mandy, France. 

The Regimental Association 
agreed to produce the plaque at 
their own expense, with the two 
council asked to find a suitable lo¬ 
cation and the D-Day commemora¬ 
tion team will be making plans for 
its official unveiling. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis sug¬ 
gested that the plaque be placed 
either at Bell Cliff or at the top of 
Woodmead Road, where the Amer¬ 
icans were said to have stayed and 
where an American flag was tradi¬ 
tionally raised. She suggested that 
if the council opted for the more 
central location of Bell Cliff, a cast of 
the plaque could be made for 
Woodmead Road. 

An image of the plaque is pic¬ 
tured right but the word "village" 
will be changed to "town".

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Lifeboat rescues three 
stranded in rowing boat 


Fishy festivals return to 
Lyme Regis this summer 


THREE people were rescued by Lyme Regis lifeboat 
crew in the early hours of Sunday morning after their 
rowing boat was blown off course by strong winds. 

The alarm was raised at 1.06am when Portland 
Coastguards requested the lifeboat assist two men and 
a 29-year-old woman aboard the 24-feet rowing boat, 
one mile south of Lyme Regis Harbour, who were un¬ 
able to row in against the wind. 

The boat was skipperd by a 34-year-old Devon man, 
who did not want to be named. 

He said: “We had left Lyme Regis at 6pm and the 
forecast was for a light northerly wind. We had all the 
necessary equipment on board for an all-night exercise 
with the boat. 

“But later the wind picked up unexpectedly, and 
rowing became impossible. I radioed the coastguard 
and advised them of the situation. It was not a mayday 
distress call, but I jokingly said they may have to alert 
the Trench coastguards if this wind continued to blow 
against us! 

“The coastguard decided to call the lifebout out and, 
of course, we were delighted to see them. They were 
very professional and towed us back to the safety of 
Lyme Regis harbour.” 

Elliot Herbert, helmsman of the lifeboat, added: “It 
was an unusual shout for us; it’s not often we tow an

ocean going rowing boat. But in that wind they were 
going nowhere. They certainly had all the right equip¬ 
ment and were pleased to see us.” 

The lifeboat was launched at 1.18am, reached the 
rowing boat at 1.26am and arrived back in harbour at 
1.47 am. 

■ LYME Regis Coastguards were called to rescue a 
dog which had chased a rabbit into a steep gully on 
cliffs at Charmouth over the weekend. 

The dog, a King Charles spaniel named Poppy, 
plunged 50 metres off the cliff at Cains Polly, Char- 
mouth, when it was being walked by its owner, a vis¬ 
itor to the area, but escaped with only minor cuts. 

Poppy chased a rabbit into a steep gully and was 
later resuced by coastguards who abseiled down to 
her. 

Lyme Regis Coastguards have now warned dog 
owners to keep thier pets on leads when walking them 
around the cliffs. The team are technically not sup¬ 
posed to rescue animals but fear that owners will at¬ 
tempt to rescue pets themselves if they do not attend. 

Dogs should be kept on leads at all times when walk¬ 
ing on clifftops and owners should contact emergency 
services if their pet needs rescuing and not attempt to 
rescue it themselves.

Residents say request to name new 
roads is'cynical ploy' by developers 


AN OPPORTUNITY for residents to name the new 
roads at the Woodberry Down development site in 
Lyme Regis was not welcomed, as town councillors 
had hoped, by some local people. 

Lyme Regis Town Council was recently asked to 
come up with names for the three roads which will run 
through the 46-house development off Colway Lane 
and decided it should be up to local people to decide 
their preferred names. But the request for ideas was 
not welcomed by those using the Lyme Regis “Soap¬ 
box” page on social networking site Facebook, who 
objected to the number of “luxury” houses to be built 
on the site. 

Lyme Regis resident Matt Puddy, a keen observer of 
local affairs and administrator of the Facebook page, 
said the request for road names was a “cynical ploy” 
by developers Bloor Homes to get local people on 
side, describing the development as a “disgraceful 
wasted opportunity” which could have been used to 
provide more affordable housing for local people. 

He added: “Help name the roads? No, town coun-

cillors, we’d rather name those who claim to represent 
our interests yet time and time again let us all down.” 

The development is to include 35 per cent affordable 
housing, equating to 16 of the 46 homes, including 11 
rented houses (four two-bedroom and seven three- 
bedroom) and five shared ownership properties (four 
one-bedroom maisonettes and one two-bedroom 
house). 

Since the planning application was submitted last 
year, members of the Facebook page have argued that 
they would have liked to have seen more low-cost 
housing specifically for local people and less “luxury” 
three to five-bedroom houses. 

The Facebook debate led several residents to make 
sarcastic suggestions for the new road names, imply¬ 
ing that the houses would become second homes or 
bought by those from out of town, including “Million¬ 


aires Row”. 

One resident asked: “Why do they need us to come 
up with names, it’s not like we’ll be living there.” 

Town council suggestions for names for the roads 
have included those linking to Lyme’s literary links, 
such as Austen, Chesterton, Longfellow, Tolkien, 
Blake, Hollis and Fowles; those linking with Bermuda 
and Shakespeare’s “The Tempest”, thought to be 
based on the wreckage of the “Sea Venture” which led 
former Lyme Regis mayor, Admiral Sir George 
Somers, to colonise Bermuda - including Bermuda, 
Sea Venture, Prospero, Miranda and Caliban; those 
linking to fossils such as Ammonite Avenue and Lias 
Place; or Woodberry Lane, Close and Avenue.

ROTARIANS from Lyme Regis and their partners 
visited the flood-stricken Somerset Levels to help 
man a warehouse near Bridgewater where people, 
many of whom had lost virtually everything, can get 
free material aid to help them start again. 

Clothes, bedding, curtains, food, household wares, 
cleaning equipment, waders, boots and more have 
been donated from individuals and businesses, includ¬ 
ing Tesco, Asda and Marks & Spencer. Smaller stores 
and firms, some from as far away as Yorkshire, have 
also donated huge quantities of goods. If the organis¬ 
ers want something urgently, they post a message of 
social networking website Facebook or make a plead¬ 
ing telephone call and it gets delivered the next day. 

Many of the grateful residents receiving items were 
awaiting insurance companies settling claims while 
others had tales of being let down by their insurance 
companies. Many, including farmers, were setting up 
home temporarily in caravans until they could get 
their homes repaired and, in some cases, virtually re¬ 


built so temporarily might mean over a year or 18 
months. 

The warehouse is being run by a local family who 
originally responded to a suggestion on Facebook by 
the local office of a national company and took some 
clothes and household goods to the company’s ware¬ 
house. While they were there, several tons of goods 
were delivered by like-minded people and companies 
and it became clear that a bigger facility and a man¬ 
agement team would be required if this was to con¬ 
tinue. The family took on the task of managing the 
enterprise in a huge warehouse near Bridgewater, 
again donated free of cost by a major firm. 

Meanwhile, Rotary has been helping construct 
gravel footpaths near Moorland and, learning of the 
warehouse, offered to help by providing manpower. 

Rotary and Inner Wheel Clubs from all over Dorset 
are taking turns in helping man the warehouse under 
the direction of the family managing the enterprise. 
This is a huge effort, involving upwards of a couple 
of hundred Rotarians 
and Inner Wheelers. 

They have done this 
for several weeks now 
and will continue to do 
so as long as required. 
The gratitude of the 
local people is clear evi¬ 
dence that the service is 
needed and much-appre¬ 
ciated. 

Meanwhile, Rotary 
continues to help within 
the areas flooded, in¬ 
cluding Moorland and 
Fordgate, by providing 
assistance, financial and 
practical, where most 
needed.

MEMBERS of eco-group Turn Lyme Green recently 
spent an interesting evening at Trill Farm. 

The group were given a talk by Edward Kosier, a 
chemist and academic for 23 years before spending the 
last 14 years working commercially with the recycling 
of plastics packaging, the design of modern plants and 
several patented recycling breakthroughs. 

He is heavily involved as an expert consultant to lead¬ 
ing research bodies, industry associations and environ¬ 
mental pressure groups. 

Mr Kosier discussed the progress which has been 
made in tackling the problem of environmental waste 
and members were particularly interested to hear that 
in Britain, despite a slow start, we are now among the 
leading developed countries because we have the most 
up-to-date methods of recycling. 

Recycling includes food waste, tins, cardboard, paper, 
bottles and plastics. Plastics are complex and have to 
be separated, but they can all be reused. Bottles are no 
longer washed and reused as in the past, but are often 
recycled for road marking.

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Is the Pearl losing its gloss? 

Lyme Matters

A RE the media 
darlings falling 
out of love with 
Lyme Regis? 

I am prompted to ask this 
question after noticing that 
“the Pearl of Dorset” failed 
to make the Sunday Times’ 
Top 101 places to live in 
Britain. 

When national publica¬ 
tions trot out such lists, 
Lyme usually features 
somewhere. 

A few years back I think it 
was The Sun which named 
Lyme as the most romantic 
place in the country and the 


town council made good pub¬ 
licity capital out of it. 

But we failed to creep into 
the Sunday Times’ Best 
Places To Live In Britain. 

The Times admitted select¬ 
ing the Top 101 was a chal¬ 


lenge. They said their inten¬ 
tion was to “celebrate real 
towns for real people”, what¬ 
ever that means. Their 
methodology relied on lots of 
hard data about crime rates, 
house prices and school per¬ 


formances, as well as the ex¬ 
pertise of their writers, a 
team of select bloggers and 
the views of their readers 
who were asked to tweet 
their thoughts. 

We would have surely met 


part of the criteria: we are 
virtually crime free in Lyme 
and we have good schools. 
We may have scored a black 
mark on house prices as in 
another list published not so 
long ago we were in the top 
five of the most expensive re¬ 
sorts to live in England and 
Wales. 

Perhaps we just didn’t 
tweet enough. 

So which towns and vil¬ 
lages near us did get them¬ 
selves into the Top 101? 

Branscombe, just eight 
miles down the Devon coast¬ 
line topped the South West 
locations with the adjudica¬ 
tors apparently impressed by 
it having the longest street 
(surely that should be lane) 
in Devon, two pubs and its 
own brewery. 

Hang on minute, take a look 
at our main street. And we 
have two breweries. 

Sherborne also did well and 
it would be difficult to argue 
The Times’ view that it is a 
“drop-dead gorgeous” town. 

I’m not sure that appearing 
on such lists has any real 
benefit to a town like ours. 
After all, Lyme gets more 
than its fair share of positive 
coverage in the national 
press and I for one count my 
blessings every day that I am 
able to live and work in 
Dorset’s unrivalled “Pearl”. 


Guildhall Gossi p 

BY-ELECTION: AS predicted in my 
last column, there wil definitely be a 
by-election to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Daryl 
Turner. 

Ten electors called for an election, 
as is the requirement, and voting 
will take place on May 22nd at the 
same time as the Euro elections.The 
closing date for nominations is 4pm 
on Thursday, April 24th. 

I suspect the timing of Daryl's de¬ 
parture was deliberate to coincide 
with the Euro elections so that his 
resignation did not place a financial 
burden on the electorate. 

Apparently, it costs around £5,000 
to stage an election in Lyme and 
town clerk John Wright informs me 
the cost is met by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, unlike East Devon 
where the cost is passed on to the 
parishes. 

MAYORAL MANOEUVRES: Jockey¬ 
ing has already started over the ap¬ 
pointment of the next mayor. Town 
councillors will be choosing the 
mayor elect at full council on Thurs¬ 
day, April 2nd. 

At least one councillor has started 
sounding out her colleagues about 
possible support and I know of one 
other who is also considering put¬ 
ting his name forward. 

The big question is whether last 
year's defeated candidate Chris Clip- 
son will try again and there's a ru¬ 
mour circulating the town that the 
present mayor, Sally Holman, may 
even be offered a fourth term. 

If that is the case, she would be¬ 
come only the second councillor to 
do so - the uber-popular Henry 
Broom served for four years in the 
1970s. 


The West End comes to Lyme Regis... 


I"M not a great cinemagoer. I think the 
last full feature film I saw at The Regent 
was"Ghandi".

Going home down Sherborne Lane it was 
custom for one of us to be pushed through 
the door of undertaker Boswell's spooky 
house and then run all the way home. 

I did, however, spend a brilliantly enjoyable 
night at The Regent recently to see the live 
streaming of the National Theatre's stage 
version of "War Horse"which is now playing 
all over the world to great acclaim. 

Streaming live theatre shows into remote 
sites at community halls and cinemas is a re¬ 


cent innovation which is really catching on. 
The Regent, superbly refurbished now by 
Scott Cinemas,was packed for "War Horse" 
and I understand that a number of similar 
screenings are planned for the future. 

On a recent visit to London I nearly paid 
£86 a ticket to see a West End show. I think 
admissioon for"War Horse" at The Regent 
cost around £13 - so the West End comes to 
Lyme at a fraction of the cost. 

As I say, how lucky are we? A town of 3,500 
population with its own 12-months a year 
cinema and a theatre that provides live en¬ 
tertainment all year round.

LymeLetters 

What are we in all together? 


■ CHRIS Boothroyd’s “All in it together?” column (View 
From Lyme Regis, March 12th) was typically eloquent and 
thoughtful. 

His plan to explore (in future “Another View” columns) 
what he describes as “the town’s relatively unsung volun¬ 
tary services” is very, very welcome. 

Also welcome, alongside his stated plan to cover various 
areas of activity, would be exploration of various issues that 
are shared by many of them. 

For example, Chris writes about “the reality that commu¬ 
nities must increasingly look after their own rather than rely 
on publicly-funded authorities”. In the considerable 
changes of this emerging Big Society (as it was at one 
time referred to) isn’t it sensible that we talk openly about 
how it will work? 

Or are we one day going to be talking about it in the way 
we have been hearing about the dismal and tragic recent 
history of the Co-operative Society... a great idea and huge 
amounts to be proud of, but how was it actually working 
when it got into such a muddle, and who was keeping 
track? 

The Community Land Trust is another great idea. But, 
when Chris writes that it is “accountable to the Lyme com¬ 
munity”, what does that actually mean, and when and how 
does the accountability happen? 

As time allows, I’ll send another letter to the View From 
Lyme Regis about that. But it would be great if Chris could 
provide further information and analysis as well. 

Later, I’ll try to raise some other Big Society issues for 
discussion. A number come to mind. 

Do we need to consider the possibility of there 
being “winners and losers”, in the same way that questions 
about unpaid internships for graduates are rather belatedly 


being asked? 

Should giving one’s time and resources be its own re¬ 
ward, or is it reasonable for volunteers to receive accolades, 
privileges, influence and even power in return? 

We expect close media scrutiny of the standards of con¬ 
duct and conflicts of interest in the political management 
of our community. Should we expect something similar in 
what Chris calls “our communal can do” attitude, and how 
volunteering drives it’? 

Perhaps all and any volunteering is good? Or do we need 
to remember Abe Lincoln’s words of wisdom, loosely 
adapted here, about it being impossible to be good for all 
of the people all of the time? 

And what is “community”? Ever since the 2009 town 
meeting when one of its officers said about LymeForward 
that “we are the community”, I have been left wondering 
whether everyone would define “community” in the same 
way. 

And, finally, if this letter seems uncharitable to those who 
are giving their time, why is it that we instinctively take a 
generous view towards them, while generally not behaving 
in the same way to those who volunteer to be councillors 
and willingly subject themselves to much greater levels of 
scrutiny? 

The full headline of Chris’s excellent article was “All in 
it together? Yes, we are”. I hope that this letter and any that 
follow, whether from me or anyone else, will help all of us 
to think and talk about what we are all in together, and how. 

Is being good enough or should we always strive for bet¬ 
ter?

Bees stung by controversial red card for Clarke 


Bridport Res 1 Merley Cobham 1 

THIS game was marred by a con¬ 
troversial decision from referee 
Gordon Kiy to red-card Bridport's 
Ben Clarke towards the end of 
their 1-1 draw with Merley Cob- 
ham Sports at St Mary's Field on 
Saturday. 

Despite not playing at their best 
Bridport Reserves were good 
value for the point that keeps 
them in sixth place in the Dorset 
Premier league.

"I congratulated the assistant as 


he went past for being pro-active 
and going to help sort it. 

"When the ref booked Cherett; 
he claimed afterwards it was for 
enticement; I was pleased be¬ 
cause he deserved it, but then he 
red-carded Ben. 

"When I asked after the game 
why he had sent Ben off he 
claimed he grabbed him around 
the neck which anyone around 
the situation could see he clearly 
didn't. 

"The unfortunate thing about it 
is that Ben will now get some¬ 
thing like a three game ban for vi¬ 
olent conduct, which is wrong, 
but there is no appeal."

BRIDPORT, in particular, appeared
